TH E NEW HOMESTEAD EAW . 
The new homestead law now before 
ithe Senate, will not take effect before 
the 1st of September and in the mean­ 
time 
Homestead 
and 
Pre-emption 
^claims may be taken as before. 
It is diificult to estimate the effect of 
the law on the West but it will check, 
to some extent, 
the occupation of 
Government land for purposes othei 
than actual settlement and cultivation, 
and drive the speculator (o invest in 
railway and other lands. 
Under the old law one could obtain a 
quarter section on ’ payment of the 
Government price after six months 
residence, be his improvements never 
so light, and then obtain an addiliooa] 
80*or 160 acres under the Homestead 
law, which, after six months’ residence, 
he could pay for, obtaining, in one 
years’ time, title from the Government 
to two quarter section^at from $1,25 
to $2.50 per acre. 
The new law wipes 
out the Pre-emption law of 1841 and 
the old Homestead law, changing radi­ 
cally some of its provisions. 
The sol­ 
diers’ Homestead law of 1872 and the 
timber act of 1873, however, remain in 
force. 
Under the new law settlers inside the 
railroad limits along the line of our 
land grant road, unless they were sol­ 
diers in the late w,ar, cannot obtain 
title from the Government except to 
eighty acres, where before 240 acres 
could be had. 
Under the new law set­ 
tlement must be continued for eighteen 
months before the claimant can com­ 
m u t e u n d e r the old law six months 
only was required. 
This practically 
cuts off* speculation in Government 
lands and reserves them for actual set­ 
tlers. 
This will result in forcing those 
who want land to hold, to buy railroad 
lands, for there are no other that can 
be purchased. 
Those who want tracts 
larger than 80 acres will be forced to 
rely on railroad lands, and in conse­ 
quence the market for them will be ac­ 
tive. 
In the vicinity of Bismarck last 
week five thousand acres were sold at 
prices ranging from four to eight dol­ 
lars per acre. A few choice tracts, near 
the city, sold at from ten to twelve^ol- 
lars per acre. 
In this immediate vi­ 
cinity the Government lands are all 
taken, but railroad lands may be had 
at five dollars per acre, payable in the 
bonds of the road at that, which makes 
them cheaper than governnnnt land, 
for the bonds may now be had at from 
thirty to forty cents on the dollar. 
Those who own railroad bonds, and 
who doubt their value, can do no better 
than to exchange them for land, for un­ 
der the new homestead law there, will 
be a m a^et for the land, and at good 
prices, too. 
Under the new law a person may en­ 
ter. 160 acres of minimum lands or 80 
acres of double minimum ; application 
for entry must be made on surveyed 
land within four months from settle­ 
ment. 
The first settler takes the land; 
contests must be made within four 
months from settlem ent; appeals with­ 
in two months. 
Only one homestead 
entry is allowed, but parties having had 
the benefit of the Pre-emption act are 
f' not debarred from taking homesteads; 
but no one who has abandoned an entry 
can take another unless his application 
is approved by the 
Commissioner. 
Present valid entries must be perfected 
under old law. After eighteen months 
.^settlement the claimant may pay for

W. Sweet have 
a legal remedy, and can enforce their 
rights in the courts. 
No living man 
can enforce a claim against a pre-emp- 
tor for lots occupied; the courts can 
give them no remedy. 
Those who have 
purchased lots of Mr. Sweet and hold 
under him, or under those who pur­ 
chased from him, have a remedy ; those 
vho haVe gone on to lots,ignoring him, 
ire in the same position as relates to 
nira that they are as relates to the pre- 
emptors, and cannot enforce a claim 
against him any more than against a 
pre-emptor. 
Mr. Hackett states in his letter that 
Mr. Bowen told Mr. Foster that if he 
built on a certain lot that he (Bowen) 
would hold Hfis improvements. 
In jus­ 
tice to Mr. Bowen we state that Mr. B. 
paid $150 for the lot in question and 
claims it as his under title from Mr. 
Sweet. 
We believe Mr. Hackett is an honest 
man and for his sake we Should be glad 
to sec him get the townsite; and should 
he get it he would deal fairly, we have 
no doubt, with those occupying lots, but 
we do not believe the land can be en­ 
tered for agricultural purposes or ever 
will be, but for a townsite, and by Mr. 
Sweet for the Lake Superior and Puget 
Sound Company. 
Mr. Sweet, as an in-, 
dividual, has no more right to it than 
the man in the moon.

A Statute of Interest to Earners and 
' Cattle Owners. 
jín Aet to protect cultivated lands and yojlng 
timber from trespassing animals in the Terri­ 
tory of Daketa. 
Be it enacted ly the Legislative As­ 
sembly of the Territory of Dakota^ That 
■ any person owning, or having in his or 
their charge, or possession, any horses, 
mules, cattle, goats, sheep, or swine, or 
any such animals which shall trespass 
upon any cultivated land or young 
timber, either fenced in or not fenced, 
belonging to any person or persons 
ether than the owners of such animals, 
within the Territory of Dakota, such 
person or persons owning or having in 
charge or possession such trespassing 
animal or animals, shall be liable to 
any party or parties sustaining such 
injury for all damages he, or she, or 
they may have sustained by reason of 
such tresspassing aforesaid, to be re­ 
covered in a civil action, before any 
court having jurisdiction thereof, in 
the county where such damage may 
have occured, and the proceedings shall 
be the same in all respects, as in other 
civil actions: 
Provided^ That no exemption laws 
apply to executions issued on judge­ 
ments, obtained under, or by virtue of 
the provisions ef this act. 
§ 2. Any person occupying or culti­ 
vating lands shall be considered the 
owner thereof in any action under the 
provisions of the last section. 
I 3. The parties sustaining damage 
doneby animals, as mentioned in sec­ 
tion one, before commencing an action 
thereon, shall notify the owner or per­ 
son having in charge such off*ending 
animal or animals of such damage, the 
probable amount thereof: 
Provided^ 
He knows to whom such animal or ani­ 
mals belong. 
1 4. The person suffering damage 
done by animals, as mentioned in sec­ 
tion one, may retain and keep in cus­ 
tody such offending animals until the 
damage and costs are paid, oí good and 
sufiBcient security be^given for the same; 
and, whenever an animal or animals are 
restrained under this act, the person 
restraining the same shall forthwith no¿ 
tify the owner or person in whose cus­ 
tody the same was at the time the tres­ 
pass was committed,' of the seizure of 
said animals, providing the owner or 
person who had the same in charge is 
known to the person making said seiz- 
ure^ 
§ 5. Upon trial of an action under 
the provisions of section one of this 
act, the plaintiff shall prove the amount 
of damage sustained, and, if he has ie- 
straine<|.and kept in custody the ani­ 
mals committing such ; damage, the 
amount of expense incurred tor keep­ 
ing the offending animals, and any 
judgment rendered for damages, .costs 
and expenses against ^the defendant, 
shall be in alien upon the animals com­ 
mitting the damage; but, if it shall ap* 
pear upon the trim that no damage was 
sustained, judgment shall be rendered 
against the plaintiff for cast of suit, and. 
damage sustained by defendant. 
§ 6. If upon the trial it appears that 
the defendant is not the owner or per­ 
son'in chaise of such offending ani­ 
mals, he shall be discharged and the| 
action and the suit may proceed as‘ 
against a defendant whose name is un­ 
known, and if, at the commencement 
of the action, the plaintiff does not 
know the name of the owner or keeper 
of sueb-offbnding animals, he may bring 
suit against a defendant unknown.

lishing a copy of the notice in á week­ 
ly newspaper, if there is one in the 
county, and if not

§ 7. And after judgment shall have 
been rendered against the defendant 
(unknown as aforesaid) the offending 
animals shall be sold, as in other civil 
actions, and, after said judgment and 
costs have been satisfied, there is a sur­ 
plus of money, it shall be placed in the 
hands of the county treasurer; and, if 
the defendant does not appear and call 
for the same within six months^ from 
the day of sale, it shall be placed in the 
school fund for the use of the public 
schools of said county.

This act shall govern in all ac­ 
tions and proceedings instituted and 
prosecuted under the provisions thereof. 
§ 9. All acts and parts of acts in con 
flict with this act are hereby repealed 
1 10. This act shall take effect and be 
in force from and after April, 1871. 


Legnnd of tho Painted Woods. 
From the Yankton Herald. 
The Piinted Woods of Dakota is situ 
atéd on the Missouri river, about twenty 
miles below the ruins of old Fort Clark 
Tho country in the vicinity of the 
woods, is grand, gloomy and piptur 
esque. To the west and south the great 
domes of the Square Buttes loom si 
lently and alone, far above the broken 
prairie around them ; to the northwest 
the graceful beauty of the Antelope 
is expected at Hills meet the eye, while to the east 
the majestic hills of the Yanktoney 
frown down on the sombre recesses, anc 
coiqpletes a picture of wild and ruggec 
scenery. 
At the north corner of the 
woods, hidden among the dense forests 
of lofty cottonwoods, is thb Paintec 
Woods Lake,—the paradise of 
the 
hunter and trapper. 
Here among the 
thickets of underbrush, the elk anci 
deer are to be seen in their wild and 
graceful beauty ; here along the shores 
of the ¡lake, the industrious. beaver 
builds ^his house ih fancied “ sécürity, 
disturbed occasionally, however by the 
roving trapper, with whom he often 
tarries in points of sagicity. 
Here, 
too, the bear luxuriates among the ber­ 
ries aiid plum branches, as independ­ 
ently as a railroad king. 
The buffaloes 
also occasionally stray 
around the 
shores of the lake, as loath to leave its 
cooling waters and rich herbage, to fol­ 
low their' kind acros‘s the arid plains 
westward. 
In the remembrance of the oldest 
trapper and traderof the Upper Country 
the Painted Woods has been known as 
ebe forbidden-'bf neutral'ground, be 
tween the Sioux and their hereditary 
enemies—the Three Nations. 
When 
they meet it is al¡ways for war, and the 
pitched battles 
between 
the tribes 
around the woods is almost innumer­ 
able. 
The last encounter was in May, 1869. 
Although the writer was not a witness 
of the affair, yet it fell to his lot to as­ 
sist at the burial of ono of the slain. 
The particulars were as follows: A 
roying party of Mandaras was suddenly 
beset by*a war party of Sioux.! .After 
a few interchanges of shots, one of the 
Sioux warriors steped out in front and 
asked of his enemies. Who dare meet 
him in single combat? 
“I,”'replied ú, 
young Mandan, rushing forward, and 
in a twinklingshotdown his,antagonist. 
As he was drawing his knife and reach­ 
ing for the scalp lock, the dying Sioux 
drew his bow and sent its -fatal shaft 
through the heart of the Mandan. The 
surviving combatants scattered in all 
directions, and so ended the last skirm- 
sh among the Painted Trees. 
One beautiful autumn day in 1872, 
after a weary day’s tramp around the 
trap-line, I lay down, iipon a grassy 
knoll near the .lake shore, watching 
the myraids of 
wild fowl skimming 
lightly over the lake, seemingly fearless 
alike of the hunter or the hawk,.when 
I was startled by the hum of many 
voices, who on approaching appeared to 
be a hunting party of Mandans. 
After 
the usual salutations, they dismounted 
and circled around tb& Medicine Pipe. 
The leader of the party proved to be 
the son of Red Cow, head chief of the 
Mandans. 
This young warrior always 
cultivated a sincere friendship for the 
whites, and I had myself, fOn more 
than one occasion, relied on his good 
will to keep his meddlesome compan­ 
ions from “plucking' my plunder’* on 
these lonely excursions. 
After- all 
were seated,an4 the pipe passed the usu-j 
al rounds, I asked my young Manden 
friend if he could tell ine why the Red 
Men called this the Painted Woods?- 
“Yes, Trapper,” said he, “and if you 
listen I will tell.” 
“My ears are open,!’ 
I replied; and h e , then continued: 
“Many, years ago, when the Mandan 
villages were large and numerous, they 
occupied and #ere masters of this sec­ 
tion of country. 
The Sioux lived hun­ 
dreds of miles to the eastward, but then 
as now, came here to fight and kill our 
people and drive off our herds. 
We 
were strong then, and often brought 
the hori;ors of war to their own lodges. 
Once, when all hearts grew heavjr with 
war, the nations assembled in grand 
council at this'lake, then the home of 
our fathers. From the north came the 
Assinaboins, with their train of dogs; 
from the west came the Grows and 
Gros-ventres; plumed and painted, and 
from the south and east came the Sisse- 
tons and Tanktoneys, with their train 
of stolen horsea. Our fathers received 


Sometime during the feasting the 
jealous eyes of some of the young Man­ 
dan warriors detected the assidious at- 
tentiqps of a young Yanktoney to the 
daughter of a Mandan chief. 
She was 
young and beautiful, the belle of all the 
viHages, and many a young warrior had 
offered her his heart and hand only to 
be refused. 
Now that she seemed to 
encourage the Yanktoney—a stranger 
and an enemy, one who had perhaps 
imbrued hishandsin the bloodof her peo­ 
ple—troubled them sorely. They remon­ 
strated, pleaded, but in vain. 
The girl 
quietly prepared to quit the Ipdge of 
her father and people, to follow the. 
fortunes of the stranger she loved 
When all other devices failed to seper* 
ate the lovers the soldiers of the Man­ 
dan Medicine Lodge assembled at the 
midnight hour, and slew (he Yanktoney 
in the embrace of his love. 
The war-whoop was sounded, and the 
Tanktoneys rushed to the lodge only to 
find their favorite brave stilled in death. 
Then stringing their bows they filled 
the Mandan beauty with arrows and • 
dispersed through the darkness. 
The 
peace of the tribes was at end. 
When 
morning came, the bodies of the slain 
lover were carried and placed in the 
^branches of 
a mighty 
cottonwood, 
which stood far above its fellows. 
Tho 
Lovers’ Tree soon withered and died, 
the bark came off the tree whitened 
like the bones of its unburied dead. 
The war continued for years—it still 
rages bloody and unforgiving, but the 
Yanktoney still paints his coos upon 
the whitened cottonwood; from which 
fact ever afterwards it has received the 
name of the Painted Tree or the place 
where our enemy paints the wood.” 
“This, my friend,” he concluded, is 
the story from our fathers—some of 
whom yet live who attended the Grand 
Council.” 
After the young chief had concluded, 
hjs warriors mounted their ponies, and 
left me to muse in peace and quiet over 
the legend and its wild narrators.—

The Bismarck Townsite. 


B is m a r c k , D. T., April 13, 1874. 
To the Editor of Irilmne. 
In your issue of Saturday appeared 
an article headed, “Townsite,” wherein 
it was stated the imbroglio must be 
settled soon in favor of Bismarck, or 
against it, or the dire alternative must 
ensue; and if in the latter event it will 
be removed to a railroad section, and 
the track changed to suit the new local­ 
ity. 
I cannot help the modus operandi 
of the powers that be, in any particular 
case which they may wish to adopt, 
either for my benefit or theirs, but in­ 
asmuch as I have filed a pre-emption 
right on this N. W. 
of Sec. 4, in the 
event of a removal of the track from 
the said claim, I will then have a greater 
area for agricultural pursuits. 
You state that this location suits the 
N. P. R:'R. Co., and the L. S. <S P. S. 
Co.; that they want the town where it 
is, &c.. This may or may not be the 
fact. 
/ 
' 
I am. not engaged in the pre-emption 
of lands for speculative purposes, but 
lave in good faith taken this now dis­ 
puted territory for a veritable farm, and 
to which the laws of our land entitle me 
as an American citizen. 
I am well 
aware that the L. S. k P. S. Co. are 
endeavoring, in plain words, to beat me 
out of my rights through their agent, 
G. W. Sweet, and his townsite dodge. 
You say, since your last editorial, new 
‘complications have constantly arisen. I 
cannot see any, only what my opponents 
have endeavored to inaugurate against 
me, ail of which I am prepared to over­ 
come. 
V . 
. 
The substance of your wrticle is, that 
if G. W. Sweet does not geit this quarter 
section, the town will be moved to some 
other location; I ask, is that the inten­ 
tion of the townsite law under which 
Mr. Sweet is attempting to proceed? If 
he cannot get this townsite, there will 
be no town here, although you say he is 
proceeding under the law of 1867 and 
ameodod in *68. It is not the intention 
of said law to townsite for the benefit 
of one man or a coporation to speculate 
upon, to the detriment of the poor man 
whose claims and rights are paramount 
rather than theirs. 
Our statutes of 
1867 make provision who the said land 
should be deeded to, if two-thirds of 
the occupants so decide. 
You state, if 
the pfe-emptpr is successful be can hold 
all the improvements thereon. I would 
most respectfully ask you, could not G. 
W. Sweet do the'same thing in the event 
of'hii being sueoessful ? And further- 
moTo what guaranty have the oitisens 
of Binnarck that he would not do so ^ 
Mr. Bwoet^s sub-agent, former clerk, 
and now acting Probate Judge, John 
Bowen, has w itun the laat mouth noti-

fied a Mr. Foster, of this towrn, that if 
he erected a building upon a certain lot 
ihat he*(Bowen) would hold the build­ 
ing. Mr. Foster also informed roe that 
he was afraid to complete his building 
peradventure the said lot should come 
into the possession of G. W. Sweet. 
Then these are the men you would 
ask the intelligent citizens of Bismarck 
to succumb to, and consider as their 
only benefactors. But I would say unte 
you, inasmuch as the people have tem 
porarily located here, until the N. P 
K. R. make a permanent location, should 
I procure a title to the said land, by pre 
emption, and the laws under which I 
have most faithfully acted and complied 
with in every particular, then in that 
event I will not endeavor to hold one 
iota of the peoples’ improvements upon 
my land. I am a poor man. My inter­ 
ests are identical with the people. I am 
not working in the interests of any 
land monopoly. I oppose them. My 
all is here with the people, ánd I am one 
of them—their interests are mine. 
Tou say that the Puget Sound Land 
Company and the Northern Pacific Rail­ 
road are mutually identified, each with 
the other, and that G. W. Sweet is act­ 
ing for them; and furthermore that if 
Mr. Sweet’s townsite filing is allowed 
the property will pass into^ the hands of 
the N. P. R. R. All this, Mr. Editor, is 
very nice so far as it goes, but this 
land can never go into the hands of Geo 
“W. Sweet, and it is selfevident. 
He 
has tried to pre-empt by undue and 
unfair means, endeavoring to make a 
cats paw of one that would have willing­ 
ly done him a service, but failing in 
bis pre-emption scheme, he resorts to 
townsiteing and endeavors to make the 
people of Bismarck believe that ho is 
their only and true friend. Now in all 
candor I ask Col. Sweet, if he believes 
that because a company or their agent 
laid off four blocks on an unsurveyed 
piece of land, and upon which an actual 
settler had already taken possession, 
could possibly entitle him-{Sweet) to it 
under our laws regulating townsitesf 
He never filed his town plat with the 
Surveyor Ceneral of Dakota, lior has 
the Surveyor General filed at the General 
Land Office at Washington, nor has the 
Commissioner at Washington notified 
the Register and Receiver,, that this N. 
W. i of Sec. 4, was reserved as a town­ 
site and withdrawn from pre-emption, as 
the law requires. 
I have great faith in the future of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad, and as a com­ 
pany I cannot be led tc believe that it is 
their policy to oppress any persom or 
deprive anybody of their i*ights. I came 
here under the auspices of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, and anything I can do 
consistently for their interests will most 
readily be consumated by me. 
Lastly, you speak of Mr. Joy’s claim 
in and to this disputed quarter sectidn. 
I wish to state finally, and to dispose of 
that matter for all time,>that.. Mr. *[<)y 
came to me voluntarily, last Se^témber,- 
and relinquised all his supposed right to 
this property, by an actual affidavit and 
which <'will be forthcoming when tbe 
proper time comes. 
That is all,|Mr. Editor, md under­ 
standing your columns to be open- for 
both sides of an issue, in a parliraentary 
phrase, I most respectfully submit the 
foregoing.
